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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 34, 35, 40, and 43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Dzus et al (U.S. Pat. No. 2,485,531. Figs. 1-7 of Dzus et al clearly show 
an orthopedic fastening system having all the limitations as recited in the above listed 
claims, including: and elongate fastener 10; a single winged element 13 pivotably 
engaged (via pin 14) with a first end of the elongate fastener such that it is pivotable 
adjacent the first end and having a flat outer portion with a width substantially parallel to 
said axis and a length larger than the diameter of the bore (41) into which the fastener is 
to be installed; and an internally threaded "collet" 17. Note that the definition of the term 
"flat" can be broadly but reasonably interpreted as "having a smooth, even surface" 
(Webster's II New Riverside University Dictionary), and therefore the winged element or 
toggle 13 of Dzus et al has a "flat" outer edge or portion, as seen on Fig. 2. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 47-50 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claim 47 contains allowable subject matter because the prior art fails to 
disclose or suggest a longitudinally split collet as claimed. Claims 48-50 are indicated 
as containing allowable subject matter at least by virtue of being ultimately dependent 
upon claim 47. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Dunham shows a clamping bolt device having a single winged 
element with a flat outer portion. In fact, it appears that at least claim 34 reads on the 
Dunham device under 102(b). 

As to the amendment of claim 52, note that the restriction requirement was made 
FINAL in the prior Office action mailed 1/29/02, wherein claims 36-39, 41, 42, 44-46, 
and 51-76 were withdrawn from further consideration as being drawn to a nonelected 
invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. As of this Office action, 
there are no allowable generic or linking claims.
